NEW FARMER’S 
ORGANIZATION 
IS PLANNED

Edmonton, March 13.—Charles H. 
Harris, of Oyen, Alberta, vice presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Union of Cen- 
ada, is on a tour through Alberta to 
establish in the province branches of 
the United Farmers of Canada, an or- 
ganization that has resulted from the 
recent joint convention of tarmers of 
western Canada held in Saskataop. 

The main purpose of the United 
Farmers of Western Canada is to 
bring together in one body the var- 
ious farmer associations of the three 
prairie provinces. The United Grain 
Growers of Saskatchewan has already 
been taken over under this new plan, 
while arrangements for a similar amal- 
gamation of Manitoba interests are 
virtually completed. 

Mr. Harris is now in Calgary in- 
augurating his campaign in the south 
for the reconciliation of the Alberta 
farmers to the same system. A pro- 
visional board has lately been formed 
in the province to carry on this propa- 
ganda and it will operate until a per- 
manent settlement is effected.

GEO. P. SMITH 
DEFENDANT IN 
CIVIL ACTION 


Edmonton, March 16—A writ was 
served on George P. Smith by Sheriff 
John Rae on Monday evening, un- 
der instructions from the attorney 
general’s department, 

The action against the late minister 
of education is, on this occasion, up- 
on a civil charge for money alleged to 
have been had and received, being 
the amount of $5,820 involved in the 
recent criminal trial in connection 
with the fraudulent printing invoice 
case, 

The statement of claim was issued 
from the office of A. L. Smith, K.C., 
Calgary, who was counsel for the gov- 
ernment in the previous trial. 

The writ was served on Mr. Smith 
shortly after his arrival from the 
coast, where he has been spending 
the past few weeks. 

During the interval since the trial 
on the criminal charge, which result- 
ed in an acquittal of Mr. Smith, the 
attorney general’s department has 
been considering further action in 
the case and has decided to enter 
suit under a civil charge. The usual 
procedure will be followed, and the 
case will go to trial, it is assumed, at 
an early, date, 


GOVERNMENT 
CAN’T GET RID 
OF RAILROADS 


While the government of Alberta 
would be more than glad to get rid 
of the railroads owned by the pro- 
vince and had already made attempts 
to sell the Lacombe and Northwest- 
ern, at the present time is was impos- 
sible to get rid of the roads, and un- 
til they could be disposed of in some 
satisfactory manner or leased on an 
operating agreement that would be 
more profitable to the province than 
operating them themselves, the gov- 
ernment would continue to carry on 
as at present, Hon, J. E. Brownlee in- 
formed the legislature Friday when 
bills for additional monies, amount- 
ing to $127,000 for the Lacombe road 
and $186,000 for the Alberta and 
Great Waterways, were before the 
house in committee. 

Discussion on the bills drew from 
Premier Brownlee the closest an- 
nouncement to a railway policy yet 
made in the legislature. The pre- 
mier declared flatly that he did not 
intend to niake any further additions 
to the Lacombe road other than the 
24-10 miles covered by the present 
bill, at this time, and also stated that 
the government could not now con- 
sider the building of the A. & G.W. 
into Fort MeMurray. In regard to 
the latter road, however, he stated the 
government would not be adverse to 
taking the matter under considera- 
tion again. He would not bring down 
a policy advocated by Joseph Dechene 
of Beaver River for the building of 
so many miles of road per year, so 
as to give settlers in districts affect- 
ed some idea of when they could be 
sure of railway services. 

“I do not propose to stand in my 
seat in the house and say just when 
this road will reach Edmonton,” he 
declared, referring to the Lacombe 
road. “There are many problems to 
be faced. We do not know yet wheth- 
er the road is going to come into Ed- 
monton at all. Just as conditions 
warrant, as necessity arises, and as 
the financial position of the province 
justifies it, additions will be made to 
the railroads. Further than that, we 
cannot go.” he declared flatly. 

The premier declared that this 
policy was the same policy advocated 
by the Canadian National and other 
railways in the Dominion. 

During the discussion Hon. V. W. 
Smith stated that the losses on the 
Lacombe and Northwestern were $90,- 
000 yearly, and while he was hazy as 
to the losses on the Alberta and Great 
Waterways, he admitted it was a

SPRAY LAKES POWER 
PROPOSAL IS PASSED 


Edmonton, March 13.—Occupying 
all Wednesday and Thursday after- 
noons and half the 
session with red hot argument into 
which personalities crept time and 
time again, the debate on the Brown- 
lee motion covering the Spray Lakes 
power proposal finished up in display 
of verbal fireworks late Thursday 
night when the U.F.A._ steamroller 
finally forced the motion through the 
legislature by a vote of 35 to 9. 

By the same vote, an amendment 
offered by the opposition was first 
killed, 

The government resolution which 
passed, recites that “the Dominion 
government should assign to the pro- 
vince of Alberta the said power site 
in order that the province may either 
develop the cite as a public utility 
or effectually control and regulate the 
distribution of power in. the interests 
of the people of the province.” 

The opposition amendment which 
was voted down, called on the parlia- 
ment of Canada “to assign to the pro- 
vince of Alberta the Spray Lakes 
water power rights, and such lands 
therewith as may be necessary to 
embrace the entire Spray Lakes wat- 
er power resources,” 

The amendment was killed and the 
resolution passed by a straight party 
vote, except that Mrs, Nellie McClung, 
Liberal, Edimonton, voted with the 
government, as did the two Labor 
members, P. M. Christophers, Rocky 
Mountain, and Fred White, Calgary, 
and Robert Pearson, Independent. 


20,000 COSSACK 
FAMILIES EAGER 
TO COME HERE 


On his way to North China from 
Edmonton, John Hawreliak has ar- 
rived at Yokohama, Japan, according 
to word received at Edmonton -last 
week by the Ukrainian Colonization 
society. Mr. Hawreliak is going to 
Harbin, Manchuria, to arrange for the 
transhipment of a large number of 
White Russians to farms in Alberta, 

These remnants of the, Czar’s ar- 


x Inies have been within China’s border 


since they were driven over them by 
the Soviet soldiers some seven years 
ago, but arrangements were made 
with the Dominion government to 
have them migrate to Canada and they 
will arrive here in the spring. 

Many of the refugees from Si- 
beria are wealthy persons and num- 
ber in their ranks professional people 
as well as those who were large land 
owners in Russia prior to the Soviet 
regime. 

Farm lands have been secured for 
them in northern Alberta and they 
will go direct to the farms chosen as 
soon as the first party arrives with 
Mr. Hawreliak. In addition to these 
people approximately 20,000 families 
of Cossacks in North China are an- 
xious to emigrate to Alberta, but as 
yet no arrangements have been made 
for their exodus. 


WINNIPEG TO 
EDMONTON AIR 
SERVICE PLAN 


Brandon, March 13.—Particulars of 
a proposed commercial air service be- 
tween Winnipeg and Edmonton have 
been laid before the Brandon board of 
trade. The route will pass through 
Brandon, Regina, Moose Jaw, Medi- 
cine Hat, Lethbridge and Calgary, 
with a spur running north from Re- 
gina to Prince Albert. 

The proposition is outlined by the 
International Air Trunk Lines, Inc., 
of Dubois, Pa. 

The Canadian company to take over 
the operation of the service would be 
operated in connection with the or- 
ganization having the Minneapolis- 
Winnipeg route now. It is proposed 
to open air harbors in all of the above 
named cities and secure the support 
of the Canadian government in the 
organization. 


INCOME TAXES

Ottawa, March 12.—Hon. James A. 
Robb, minister of finance, informed a 
delegation of retail merchants this 
afternoon that the government hopes 
to make reductions in the income tax 
as finances permit. 

He intimated that an announcement 
might be made in due course outlin- 
ing the proposals of the government 
in regard to the income tax, 

He appreciated the fact that taxes 
were irksome, said Mr, Robb, but the 
government must have money _ to 
carry on the affairs of the country, 
pay interest on the war debt, pen-

Work of the Live Stock Pool 

Mr. Claypool of the live stock pool 
delivered a very interesting and en- 
lightening address on the work of his 
department. The movement of sel- 
ling live stock cooperatively was made 
possible through the U.I.A, organiza- 
tion. The Alberta pool is not oper- 
ated successfully as the stock is di- 
vided between Edmonton and Cal- 
gary, but is a success in Winnipeg, 
which has the one shipping centre. 
Most of the farmers can trace thelr 
hardships in recent years to the drop 
in live stock prices. An effort is be- 
ing made to organize local associa- 
tions to feed the provincial pool, All 
profits go to the contract signers in 
the province. Alberta raises about 
53 per cent of the stock of the three | 
prairie provinces, which gives it al 
rood position. 80 per cent of the 
hogs in Alberta go direct to the fac- 
tories, thereby satisfying the hunger 
of the plants and filling their yards 
with hogs without buying in compet- 
The policy of selling direct to 
is not good business.

Hon. R. G. Reid Speaks 

It was a great disappointment to 
the large gathering when it was an- 
nounced that Premier Brownlee was 
unable te be present, but Hon. R. 
Reid, provincial treasurer, spoke in 
his stead, and delivered a good cam- 
paign address in which he referred 
to the criticisms that were hurled at 
the Progressive government, and the 
advancement being made in his de- 
partment. He was endeavoring to 
make the budget balance by reducing 
expenditures and jnereasing reven- 
ues. In economies, the government 
was accused of being extravagant, 
and everything that was stupid, but 
they had managed to cut expenditures 
about $1,170,000 annually, and it has 
proven itself to be a more efficient 
business government than any of its 
predecessors. <A special audit was 
taken after the government assumed 
office to get a survey of the situation, 
and to find out if the business was 
carried out in an efficient manner, 
The report contained many recom- 
mendations which were adopted. 

Mr. Reid then referred to the so- 
called iniquitous mortgage legislation. 
But he did not think it was so bad, 
as it was made for the protection of 
the common people—ostensibly — for 
the people on the land. A reduction 
in interest might be obtained, but the 
government should go slow in remoy- 
ing the protection. Referring to im- 
migration, the minister stated that 
Alberta did not want people unless 
there was a good chance of their 
making good, and they must not be 
broveht here under false pretences. 

The people must get cheap money 
to carry on farm operations, and the 
farmers must be placed on a favor- 
uble basis with the other countries of

FOR LEADERSHIP 
ALTA. LIBERALS 


Following the announcement Satur- 
day morning from Ottawa of the ap- 
pointment of Hon, C. R. Mitchell to 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of Alberta, Liberal members of 
the legislature took advantage of the 
conference in the city of the provin- 
cial Federal Liberal Association exe- 
cutive to discuss generally the ques- 
tion of leadership of the Liberal party 
in Alberta, which is being relinquish- 
ed by Mr. Mitchell. 

The situation was thoroughly re- 
viewed and the name of Hon, Frank 
Oliver enthusiastically mentioned by 
a number of prominent Liberals as 
the one best qualified to guide the 
Liberal party for the next few years, 
btu it was agreed that the Liberal 
members of the legislature should act 
as a special committee to canvass the 
entire situation and report to the pro- 
vinefal executive, following which a 
convention will be called on similar 
lines to that recently followed in Sas- 
katchewan when Premier Gardiner 
was selected to succeed Premier Chas. 
Dunning.

He quoted the song which we sing 
so lightly “I’m off to Philadelphia 
in the morning,” as containing real 
pathos when one thought of the cause, 
and could see that the sad history of 
Ireland was contained in the disposi- 
tion of the Irish and explained so 
much of their character, 

He touched on the “Irish question” 
and the Irish Free State, and in con- 
clusion said the Irish have not been 
permitted from their circumstances to 
contribute to the world what they aro 
really worthy of doing and if only 
given a chance could do great thiugs. 
In his humorous vein as well as de¢ep- 
ly thoughtful and at times forceful 
address Mr. McCrae gave the Kiwan- 
juns a real intellectual treat.

TO PAY MILLION 
TO CO-OP YEARLY 


Regina, March 13.—Detalls of the 


| offer of the Saskatchewan wheat pool 


to the Saskatchewan Cooperative Ele- 
vator company for the purchase of 
the “co-op” were made public here 
yesterday by the pool. 

When the price has been determin- 
ed by arbitration the pool is prepared 
to pay $2,000,000 this year and $1,000, 
000 yearly, ; 

The offer is made by Saskatchewan 
Pool Elevators, Ltd, the subsidiary 
company organized by the pool last 
year for the purpose of owning and 
operating elevators. 

The value of the entire system is to 
be determined by a board of arbitra- 
tion composed of three arbitrators, of 
whom the pool shall select one, the 
elevator Company another, and these 
two shall select a Uird., The agree- 
ment provides that the first two ar: 
bitrators are to be appointed within 
ton days and the third within twenty 
days after the elevator company has 
notified the pool of the acceptance of 
its offer. 

The arbitration board must — pre: 
sent a written statement of its ma- 
jority decision to both parties on or 
before July 25, 1926, and a majority 
decision shall be binding on both the 
pool and the elevator company.

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Work on Land Proceeding 

Owing to the extremely mild win- 
ter and early spring conditions work 
has already’ started on the land in 
several districts. in youthern Alberta, 
operations confined chiefly to plow- 
ing. This is-one of the earliest 
spring starts on record, 

1925 Highway Construction 

Since the province of Alberta com- 
menced its highway building  pro- 
gram under the federal afd plan, the 
work starling at the beginning of the 
season of 1924 and continuing during 
1925, a total expenditure has been 
made of $1,735,729, of which amount 
$179,505 was spent on the main high- 
way between Calgary and Edmonton. 

These and other Interesting facts 
are contained in the annual report of 
the department of public works . just 
made public, 

The total expenditure of $1,735,729 
on highways by the province in this 
period, says the report, “means a pos- 
sible grant from the federal authori- 
ties of approximately $677,000." 

“An outstanding feature of the main 
highways program since its incep- 
tion in 1924,” continues the report, 
‘tg the mileage. of all weathered 
roads construct¢éd, that is, gravel sur- 
facing, which during the season of 
1925 amounted’ to 172 miles, in ad- 
dition to 29 milés surfaced during the 
previous year,’ 

During the year, the department 
also constructed 354 bridges of which 
29 were steel and the balance timber. 
Also, 159 bridges were repaired or 
refloored. 

The year also saw the completion 
of the Alberta and British Columbia 
boundary survey undertaken by the 
commission, appointed in 1913 from 
the international boundary to the 
north boundary of township 97, a dis- 
tance of approximately 780 miles. 
Irom the north boundary of town- 
ship 97 to the north boundary of the 
province, a distance of 175 miles, is 
still unsurveytd, 

Provincial Secretary's Revenue 

There were 224 companies incorpor- 
ated in Alberta during the year 1925, 
according to the annual report of the 
provincial secretary tabled in the 
legislature and their aggregated cap- 
ital wags $16,500,725. Supplementary 
certificates increased the capital 
stock of existing companies to $860,- 
000. The total revenue of the depart- 
ment for the year was $2205,199, an 
increase of $4,288 over 1924. 

The motion picture revenue was 
$10,245, exclusive of the amusement 
tax revenue of $193,331, 

Gasoline tax revenue for the year 
was $311,403, an increase of $17,237 
over thawed revenue from this

Alberta Rallways Made Surplus 

That 182 miles of new railway lines 
were completed and opened for oper- 


ation in Alberta during the year 1925 | 


is one of the interesting statements 
in the annual report of the provincial 
department of railways, tabled in the 
legislature last week. 

The report states this fs the largest 
annual increase since the year 1915 
in new transportation lines. Of the 
additional mileage 111 miles was con- 
structed by the Canadian National 
railways, 67 miles by the Canadian 
Pacific railway and four miles by the 
provincial goyornment’s Alberta and 
Great Waterways railway. 

There are now more than 5,900 
miles of railway lines within the pro- 
vince, the report states, whereas the 
railway mileage in Alberta at the 
time of its creation as a province in 
1905 was only 1,060, 

Referring to the condition of the 
provineial government lines, the re- 


port presents the following figures: ,

Operations of the government's La- 
combe and Northwestern railway, 
which runs northwest from Lacombe 
about 49 miles, resulted in a net oper- 
ating surplus of $165.78 after recondi- 
tioning deduction, as compared with 
a deficit of $772.55 in 1924; an im- 
provement of $938.33. Revenue of 
this line increased from $54,066.05 to 
$59,779.30. 

Students at Alberta University 

Total registration of students at 
the University of Alberta for the aca- 
demic year ending June 30, 1925, was 
1,354, of whom 746 were enrolled in 
arts and science, 220 in medicine, 73 
in law, 40 in pharmacy, 163 in agri- 
culture, 81 in correspondence courses, 
2 B.D. and 34 in the school of nurs- 
ing. 

Alberta born students numbered 
only 272, with 869 from all parts of

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Canadian Wheat 
Grading Obsolete 


Mayor ° Blatchford of Edmonton 
should have the support of all wes- 
tern Canada in his demand for a new 
system of grading Canadian wheat. 

It is a well known and fully recog- 
nized fact that Canadian grain com- 
panies buy wheat under the present 
grading system, store it at Fort Wil- 
liam, put it’through the protein con- 
tent test, and later resell it on a pro- 
tein basis at an advance of as much 
as 25 cents a bushel. 

The point is that Canada is growing 
a wheat as much superior to other 
wheats as Jersey milk is to Holstein 
milk. But by our stupid grading 
methods we sell that wheat on: the 
same basis and at the same price as 
inferior wheat grown in the worn out 
lands of the eastern states. 

For a man to pick up a handful of 
wheat, feel it and look at it, and then 
say that it is number one or number 
two is as ridiculous as for a doctor 
to come along, put his hand on your 
shoulder, and in an instant tell you 
your blogd pressure, your temperature 
and your pulse rate. 

This antiquated method belongs to 
the past century. What really counts 
in wheat is the protein content, just 
as what counts in milk is the butter- 
fat content. 

In the Minneapolis market for Feb- 
ruary 26 there was a spread for num- 
ber one dark Northern from $1.57 to 
$1.77, and that spread was based en- 
tirely on the difference in wheat qual- 
ity. 

There is a difference between crude 
oil and gasoline, there is a difference 
between skimmed milk and cream. 
And there is exactly the same differ- 
ence between rich Canadian wheat 
with a high protein: content, and the 
inferior wheat of other countries, 

The extra value of that wheat should 
put money, not into the pockets of 
speculators and wheat firms, but into 
the pockets of the western farmer.— 
Vancouver Sun. 


THE TARIFF ON 
AUTOMOBILES 


—_ 


(By R. J. Deachman) 

The automobile industry is the 
spoiled darling of the protective tar- 
iff. No other business in Canada has 
such ample protection. Nominal 
rates in some lines are as high or 
higher but the rates are modified by 
the British preference. Very few 
automobiles come from Creat Brit- 
ain, The straight duty of 35 per cent 
on automobiles in our general tariff 
may be said to indicate high water 
mark in the way of protection. 

What It Costs Us 

1924 may be taken as a typical year. 
We produced in our 12 Canadian fac- 
tories automobiles valued at $88,480,- 
418. Our exports that year were val- 
ued at $31,501,442, The Canadian 
consumption may therefore, be put at 
the difference between these two fig- 
ures or $56,978,976. To this of course 
would have to be added the imports 
but on the imports the duty paid went 
to the government. The home pro- 
duct sold at the level of the imported. 
The manufacturers took full adyan- 
tage of the protection. Taking the 
factory valuation and adding on the 
tariff of 35 per cent we have the ad- 
ditional cost to the users of automo- 
biles in Canada of $19,942,641.60. 

Counting the Cost 

The fact that the extra price is 
charged is beyond question. Ameri- 
can papers give the price of automo- 
piles of the same makes as the Cana- 
dian cars. The differences in the two 
cars where differences exist are trifl- 
ing. The following comparisons on 
two prominent makes, Ford and Dodge 
respectively illustrate the point. The 
first column is the American price at 
Detroit, the second the Canadian price 
at Ford, Ontario, and the last column 
the increase in price:

Note how carefully prices keep to 
the line of the tariff. A Ford runa- 
bout costs you in Detroit $290.00. 
There is an American tax of 5 per 
cent which must be paid, bringing the 
price up to $304.50, This is the duti- 
able value for import into Canada, 
add 85 per cent, that amounts” to 
$106.57, making the total cost of your 
imported Ford car $411.07, If you 
buy it from the Ford Company they 
will charge you $410.00—that is how 
close they come to taking the full ad- 
vantage of the tariff. Just $1.07 off 
the line. That is the amount you save 
by buying a Canadian made car—but 
the revenue lost to the government of 
Canada is $106.57, The Ford company 


takes that in extra prices, The facts 
revealed by Geo. Coote, the member 
for Macleod in a speech in the house 
of commons on March 16th last year 
show in 13 makes of cars, the Cana- 
dian price ranged from 37 to 41 per 
cent above the American price. Not 
only did the Canadian manufacturers 
take full advantage of the tariff pro- 
tection, they took advantage of the 
freight as well, to move the price up 
to the topmost limit. There can’ be 
no escape from these facts.. We in 
Canada pay today for cars, the Amer- 
ican price plus the duty. If we im- 
Port the car, we pay the duty to the 
government. If we buy a Canadian 
car we pay the duty by way of excess 
price. The Canadian manufacturer 
collects the duty and keeps it. 


Garage Employment 

Ford has proved that low prices in- 
crease consumption. Automobile den- 
sity. in Canada at present is one car 
to 14 of our population—in the Uni- 
tel States the density is 1 in 6. The 
main cause of this difference is the 
lower price of cars on the American 
side of the line. Increase in the num- 
ber of cars means an increase in the 
number of garages—an increased de- 
mand for supplies—an added volume 
of business. Who’can doubt but that 
the increased use of cars would in- 
crease and greatly increase the total 
volume of employment in Canada. 

A Lot of Money 

Nearly $20,00,000 is the excess price 
we pay for cars—almost equal to half 
our annual deficit on the National 
Railway. Equal to more than the an- 
nual cost of deepening the St. Law: 
rence canals if we figure the cost at 
$600,000,000 divided equally between 
Canada and the United Stats. It re: 
presents the cost of building the Hud- 
son Bay Railway twice every year. 
Common sense stands appalled at the 
tragedy of this waste. $20,000,000, 
the excess price paid for cars, would 
settle the coal problem. The removal 
of the burden of this excess price 
would give more relief to the Mari- 
time provinces than they can hope 
to get from increased handling of 
Canadfan grain. Are we tied to a 
policy of consummate silliness Is it 
possible to throw aside these  bar- 
riers? There are rumors that the 
government contemplates a cut in 
duty. The common sense of the coun- 
try should support every move of the 
government in this direction. You 
cannot do that in a more forcible way 
than by writing your member and 
telling him what you think of the 
duty on automobiles, 


POLITICAL 
SKIRMISHING

The U.F.A. meeting, which was held 
in Wetaskiwin on Thursday evening of 
last week, gave one the impression of 
a revival meeting that was lacking 
the revivalist spirit of ebullient @en- 
thusiasm. ‘There was revealed a sort 
of blind faith and a rather grim earn- 
estness, and an attitude of unquestion- 
ing acceptance of statements and ar- 
gument though some of these, that 
were made, lacked the qualities of 
logic and sound thinking. 

The meeting was a political skir- 
mish preliminary to the battle of the 
polls that is soon to be launched up- 
on us. It was intended that the oc: 
casion should be an impressive one, 
made so by the reverberance from the 
greater guns. But the Hon. Mr, 
Brownlee and Mr. Henry Wise Wood 
failed to add their thunder to the pro- 
ceedings, as was promised. 

Mr. Schofield, vice president of the 
U.E.A., filled the gap left by Mr, 
Wood's absence. Mr, Schofield is a 
pleasant, rather cherubic looking gen- 
tleman, quite evidently sincere, but 
he uses questionable promises as un- 
assailable axioms and adopts them as 
articles of faith, on which to build 
fallacious argument. Both Mr. Scho- 
field, and a later speaker, spoke as 
though the U.I.A, was incepted about 
twelve years ago. This left them ata 
disadvantage, for when he searched 
for examples of material benefits 
which had accrued from the activities 
of the organization there were none 
that did not date back to the early 
years of the U.F.A. which were incept- 
ed in Strathcona twenty years ago. 
Afterwards there was a barren per: 
iod in which no single material bene- 
fit of any importance was achieved, 
until two newspapers and Mr. Sapiro 
electrified the country and the U.I.VA. 
into concrete action, and a real co- 
operative movement replaced, to some 
extent, academic discussion which 
resulted in inoccuous resolutions 
which no doubt finally rested in gov- 
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ernment wastepaper baskets. These 
discussions were often of a social ra- 
ther than an economic order, and 
dealt impertinently, at times, with 
matters that belong to the individual 
conscience, It was during these years 
that thé U.F.A. locals were local com- 
mittee rooms of the Liberal organiza- 
tion—the period of political appren- 
ticeship of its members. 


However, Mr. Schofield instanced a 
recent economic benefit that was 
promised from the governments un- 
dertaking to pay part of the cost of 
coal that was to be used by Ontario 
people, but unfortunately for his ar- 
gument, about the time he was speak- 
ing, Mr. Brownlee was getting from 
under an arrangement that was appar- 
ently a trap set by the railways. Such 
is the advance faith in those we blind- 
ly follow. 

Mr. Enzenauer, member for Alex- 
andra, another speaker, seems to be- 
lieve, that of all mankind, the mem- 
bers of the U.F.A. are alone infallible. 
It is almost as though he were con- 
vinced that to belong to the U.I.A. is 
a sort of political salvation by which 
one may rid himself of the ordinary 
human. political frailties, and errors 
of judgment that man is ordinarily 
apt to commit, however wise and hon- 
est and perservering he may be,
